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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-9, 11-19 and 22 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1, as amended, is an ocular stimulation device, comprising a noninvasive 
contact lens with a photoconductive member embedded in a surface thereof for 
electrically stimulating an eye of a wearer of the lens, wherein the member includes a 
return electrode and a stimulating electrode that is generally centrally disposed on the 
lens. It is well known in the art of ocular stimulation to provide a non-invasive contact 
lens for stimulation of the eye, wherein the lens comprises photoconductive elements as 
well as electrodes. However, it was neither explicitly taught nor obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a contact lens 
including a photoconductive member, a return electrode and a stimulating electrode, all 
contained on the surface of the lens.
